During the epideriic of poliotiyelitis in the neighbouring city of Hull, 
a large proportion cf residents in Hedon were vaccinated with oral poliomyelitis 
vaccine. There were no confirred cases of poliomyelitis in Hecon during this 
outbreak. 


ENVIRONMENTAL HYGIINE 
Water 


The water supply to the Borough has been satisfactory in quality and quantity, 
with the exception of the Bonds Estate area, wnere, from time to time the supply 
has been somewhat restricted in quantity. The water is supplied by Hull 
Corporation, who carry out resular bacteriological examinations at the source, in 
addition to which local samples are taken from time to time No action has been 
necessary during the year in connection with the cont peeee von of the water supply. 
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Swimnins Baths 


There are no swimming baths within the area of the Borough, and no registered 
common. lodging houses.

Details of the inspections carried cut in the three factories are shown in 
the table on page 6 of this report. 
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SEWAGE DISFOSAL 


The Council's proposals for a new sewerage scheme for the Borough have 
been agreed by the Ministry, and work on this scheme will be commenced as scon 
as negotiations about the outfall to the River Humber have been completed with 
the authorities concerned. It is generally accepted that this new sewerage 
scheme is necessary in the interests of Public Health, and that every endeavour 
should be made to implement it as soon as possible. when it is completed, cnly 
the Bonds Estate area will be withcut ceep sewerage. 


The Corporation prcepose tc cevelop Bonds Estate in the near future, as the 
hygiene and housing in this area is unsatisfactory. Many of the houses are 
inadequately constructed wooden dwellings with no modern amenities, and only 
five of the 115 houses in the area are connected to a sewer. 


In order to carry out this preposed cevelopment, deep seweras'e will be 
necessary. This will be am extension of the proposed new sewerage scheme. 


I would like to express my thanks to the Chairiian and members of the 
Health Committee and all Officials for their co-cperation and help during the 
year.
